Hillary Clinton Defended My Alleged Rapist, 
^Took Me Through HelP: Ark. Woman

Former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton put her through "hell" says an alleged rape 
victim. Clinton defended the accused rapist when se was a young lawyer. 

A woman who says she was raped by an Arkansas man in the 1970s now says Hillary Clinton "took her 
through hell" as the defense attorney for the man charged in the case. 

In an interview with the Daily Beast website posted Friday, the woman charged that Clinton knowingly 
"lied like a dog" in attacking her credibility while representing the alleged rapist in 1975. 

The woman is now 52 but was just 12 at the time of the attack. 

She told the Daily Beast she would give Clinton a piece of her mind if she met the once and potential 
future presidential candidate today. 

"I would say, 'You took a case of mine in '75, you lied on me. . . I realize the truth now, the heart of 
what you've done to me," the website reported. 

"And you are supposed to be for women? You call that for women, what you done to me? And I hear 
you on tape laughing," said the woman, whose name was withheld out of privacy concerns. 

Clinton's office did not respond to the Daily Beast's request for comment. 

The case jumpedback into the headlines this week when the conservative Washington Free Beacon web 
site posted an audio clip from the 1980s of Clinton discussing the case, which was her first as a 
criminal defense attorney. 

The recording was made when Clinton was being interviewed for an Esquire magazine piece, a story 
that never ran.

She was a public defender in Arkansas before this, and a woman has come forward saying 
that she went through hell due to her aggressive defense of an accused rapist, after Clinton was 
assigned the case. 

"I had him take a polygraph, which he passed, which forever destroyed my faith in polygraphs," 
Clinton said, with a chuckle, when talking about Thomas Alfred Taylor, the man she represented as a 
27-year-old lawyer. 

The case ended when Clinton arranged a plea deal for a lesser charge of unlawful fondling of a minor. 

The victim spoke once before publicly — to Newsday, in 2008. At the time, she did not take issue with 
Clinton's conduct. She now claims she was misrepresented in that article. 

In 2008, when the Clinton campaign was asked to respond, a Clinton spokesman said: 

"As she wrote in her book, 'Living History,' Senator Clinton was appointed by the Circuit Court of 
Washington County, Arkansas to represent Mr. Taylor in this matter. As an attorney and an officer of 
the court, she had an ethical and legal obligation to defend him to the fullest extent of the law. To act 
otherwise would have constituted a breach of her professional responsibilities." 

Clinton briefly mentioned the case in her 2003 book, "Living History," saying she helped create the 
flrst rape crisis hotline in Arkansas not long afterward. 

With Clinton widely expected to launch a second campaign for the White House, the victim told the 
Daily Beast she felt compelled to question the former secretary of state's honesty and persona as a role 
model for women and girls. 




"I'm a little scared of her. . . When this all comes about, I'm a little worried she might try to hurt me, I 
hope not," she said. 'They can lie all they want, say all they want, I know what's true."
